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PREFACE.

Heretofore the investigator of the subject of indexing land 
records has found that although various systems were in operation, 
no published formula existed. 

The author of the system here presented has given the subject 
much study, supplemented by practical work. While it might seem 
a few general rules would cover the whole question, experience 
proves that they cannot be intelligently applied in many instances. 
Modifications must be made to suit individual cases. 

Indexes of land records are of necessity for the use of many 
who are not real estate lawyers. In order that they may be of the 
greatest assistance to the general public as well as experts, the 
method here outlined, for instance, provides among other things for 
taking the names of persons who are not in a strict legal sense 
grantors or grantees. 

Instruments, especially deeds to and from corporations and asso- 
ciations, are sometimes incorrectly drawn and improperly executed, but 
being recorded they must be indexed. A few of the illustrations show 
errors of this kind. 

This work has been prepared that each member of the Indexing 
Department may always have at hand a guide to which she can refer 
when in doubt and that all may work at all times on uniform lines. 

The subject of classification and cross references has not been 
enlarged upon, the only object being to show how the instruments 
should be indexed.

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INDEXING. 

The making of an index of land records requires great care and 
accuracy. Unless it is thorough and reliable it will mislead the 
public and be a source of continual annoyance to the Registry itself. 

It should consist not simply of an alphabetical list of the names of 
the parties to the transactions with the book and page and locations 
of the property, but by a systematic arrangement should indicate the 
relations of the parties to the transactions and the capacities in which 
they act, the character of the instruments and give a brief description 
of the property aflfected. Such a system will save a vast amount of 
time and labor and will enable one consulting the indexes to tell at a 
glance what records he must consult without being obliged to examine 
every record under a certain name. 

To give the greatest assistance to the largest number the system 
must be simple, not complex. The aim should be to make it so plain 
that the man who only occasionally visits the Registry to look up 
some special piece of property will have little difl&culty in finding 
what he wants. At the same time by a judicious arrangement, with- 
out making the index confusing, much additional information can be 
inserted which will be of valuable assistance to the expert examiner. 

In its simplest form each instrument has a grantor^ the one 
who parts with some right, and the grantee^ the one who receives 
something. The grantor's name usually appears first and his signa- 
ture is generally found at the end of the instrument. If the grantor 
is married and his wife releases her right of dower and homestead, 
her signature will also appear. It is customary not to index the 
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wife. If, however, the wife conveys the property in her own right 
and her husband is not mentioned in the beginning of the instru- 
ment but releases his right of curtesy, both names should be taken. 
The wife's name is taken without adding " et al.;" the husband's 
name is taken as an assistance simply, and should be followed with 
"'s ux," as "John Smith's ux." The theory being that a person 
searching the records may remember the Christian name of the hus- 
band, but not that of the wife ; also that John Smith may have made 
many conveyances while his wife may have made only one, and that 
by adding " 's ux" this one conveyance is singled out and the neces- 
sity of looking up many references is often avoided. If we should 
take his name with " et ux" we would give too much prominence to the 
husband's act in this case and would not tell on the index his relation 
to the transaction. 

There are cases where the husband and wife act jointly. 

To indicate this we take " et ux " after the husband's name and 
"et al." after the wife's. 

Do not be misled by signatures. Many instruments are signed 
by those acting in some official capacity. They may or may not be 
the grantors. 

The main questions in indexing every instrument are : Who are 
the grantors ? Whose property is being conveyed ? Bear in mind 
that the chief object of an index is to assist the public to find who 
grants or parts with something and to whom the fee or right is trans- 
ferred. 

It is often advisable to take certain names simply for assistance. 

There are many cases where some one acts for the grantor or 
record owner and signs, but the name of the grantor in -whom the 
title stands is not signed. 

Under this class are the estates of deceased persons which are 
represented by administrators or executors. 

Administrators and executors do not hold the title, but their

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names are taken as an assistance. A person may remember who made 
the conveyance but may not know to what estate it belonged. 

In the same way a guardian does not hold the title to the real 
estate of his ward, but his name is indexed. 

On the contrary the names of commissioners and sheriflFs who 
conduct a single sale or make a division are soon forgotten and their 
names should not be taken. 

We index the name of the mortgagee in a deed under power of 
sale, as he has a conditional title to the property but do not take the 
name of a collector in a tax sale. Neither do we take the name of 
an agent, attorney, constable, sheriff, president or treasurer of a cor- 
poration. 

We index a receiver or assignee in bankruptcy, trustees, also 
trustees of associations (unincorporated) but not deacons or trustees 
of churches, trustees or directors of corporations. 

We take the names of towns or cities, but not the names of 
those signing for them in an official capacity. 

Generally when any one acts for another we affix to the name of 
the one who holds the record title, the capacity in which those who 
sign act, as "by Admr.," "by Exor.," "by Atty.," and when we take the 
name of the one who sig^s for another we affix to the name his capac- 
ity as " Admr.," " Exor.,'' "Mtgee.," "Tr." 

" Est." following a name indicates that the person is dead. 

When a conveyance is made by an administrator or executor we 
omit " Est." after the deceased person's name and simply affix " by 
Admr." or "by Exor.;" but when the administrator or executor is 
gfrantee the estate is taken with the affix " Est." 

When a trustee acts for a deceased person we do not affix " Est." 
but simply " Tr. of" when grantor and " 's Tr." when grantee. 

Perhaps the most frequent use of an estate card occurs in the 
description where reference is made for title to a deceased person. In 
such cases it is often difficult to determine whether the estate should be 
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taken. If in doubt, it is better to err on the safe side and take the 
estate. An examination of the Probate Records and preceding instru- 
ments will often be of great assistance in determining this question. 

Sometimes, in order to indicate properly the relations of the par- 
ties to the transaction, it is necessary to affix several abbreviations. 
A little study will make them plain and show their value. 

"John Smith et al." means that some one joins with John Smith 
in the transaction. 

*' John Smith, Trs. of" means that two trustees, at least, of John 
Smith are acting as grantors. 

"John Smith, Trs. of, et ali." means that trustees of John Smith 
joined with others as grantors in the transaction. 

"John Smith et ali., Trs./' means that John Smith together with 
two or more are grantors and are acting as trustees. 

"John Smith et als., Trs.," means that John Smith together with 
two or more are grantees and are acting as trustees. 

"John Smith, by Mtgee." signifies that John Smith gave amort- 
gage which was foreclosed by the mortgagee in a deed under power 
of sale. 

" John Smith, by Gdn. et al." shows that John Smith was a mi- 
nor, insane person, or spendthrift, and that another was interested in 
the real estate and joined with the guardian in the transaction. 

"John Smith, by Admr. et al." means that the administrator of John 
Smith together with some one else joins in the deed. 

The following is a more complicated example, which we find 
in an assignment in fee (1374-19) : 

" Nellie Bent (for.) et al., by Agt. et al." 

This means that this grantor's name was formerly Nellie Bent, 
that she is probably married, that an agent acted for her and 
another, and that a third party was interested in the transaction. 

The above examples are sufficient to show the general principle 
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of affixes and their significance, together with their value to the public, 
especially to those who become familiar with their full meaning. 

The grantee index is much more simple, but requires the same 
accuracy. The names of the grantees should be taken from the hab- 
endum clause if there is one and the names are given ; if not, they 
must be determined from the relations of the parties to the transac- 
tion as shown in the instrument. 

If the capacity of the grantee is given, this should be affixed to 
his name, also " et al." or " et als." if there is more than one, as '* John 
Smith, Tr.'' or "John Smith, Tr. et al.» 

In case a husband and wife are grantees affix " et ux" to the hus- 
band's name, and " et al." to the wife's. 

For the leading name in the grantee column on the grantor in- 
dex take the first name given. There are some exceptions to this 
which are indicated in the illustrations. 

Frequently we find a discharge of mortgage which does not state 
who is the present owner of the equity, or to whom the mortgage is 
discharged. In such cases we take "Unknown" for grantee. 

Many instruments are double indexed, z. e.y all the names appear 
as grantors and grantees. While this method in some cases may not 
be technically correct, it has been adopted in order to assist the public 
and make it practically impossible for them to fail to find any pecu- 
liar instrument. 

Many trustees for towns, churches and corporations are the legal 
owners of the realty. It is however often impossible to decide accu- 
rately whether this is or is not the case. It has therefore seemed best 
in these instances to index all such instruments under the name of 
the municipality, church, corporation or fund. 

The character of the instrument must be determined from the 
instrument itself. We do not indicate whether a deed is a warranty 
or quitclaim as generally it would be of little assistance. 

In some cases the character is taken in the second column instead 
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of in the character column. This will generally occur when instru- 
ments are single or double indexed and no name is written in that 
column. The argument in its favor being that it will be seen more 
readily. 

Too much care cannot be exercised in making descriptions. 

Unless they can be relied upon, the public will be misled and 
their great value lost. Every word should be carefully read from 
the beginning of the description to the habendum and the habendum 
carefully examined for trusts, conditions, homestead, etc. 

The descriptions should be concise and arranged in a systematic 
order. If they cannot be clearly condensed into the allowed space it 
is better to refer the examiner to the records than to mislead him by 
a partial description. 

If there are any special rights, reservations or conditions, simply 
refer to them and let the examiner determine their nature from the 
records themselves. 

If a reference for description is made to some preceding record 
take "See book page for description." 

It is impossible to make definite rules which will apply to all 
cases. DiflFerent instruments, even of the same character, often vary 
so that it is necessary to apply special rules. In order to assist the 
indexers and guide them in their work we have arranged the diflferent 
subjects and kinds of instruments in alphabetical order. Under 
these will be found examples of indexing with quotations from the 
records ample enough to show the points we desire to illustrate. 

A careful consideration of these will generally answer the ques- 
tions that may arise, while exceptional cases will call for advice from 
those more experienced in the work. 
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METHOD OF INDEXING. 

Abandonment of Land or Easements.* 

If a city or town abandons any land, " easement or right taken 
for such city or town, otherwise than by purchase,'* the declaration of 
such abandonment when recorded should be double indexed with 
" Declaration " in second column. Add to description " Abandoning 
land, easement or rights," as the case may be. 

Absentees.f 

When a sheriflF under a warrant issued by the Probate Court 
takes possession of the property belonging to an absentee, so much 
of the warrant as relates to land should be recorded in the Registry 
of Deeds for the county and district in which the land is located. 

Section i. Single index the absentee as grantor with *' War- 
rant " in the second column. Add to description " Possession under 
Warrant of Probate Court " with date. 

Section 2. If the warrant shows that a receiver was appointed 
take the name of the absentee as grantor and that of the receiver 
with the proper aflSx as grantee with " Warrant " for character and 
add to description " Receiver appointed by Probate Court " with the 
date. 
Administrator^ 

"A person authorized to manage and distribute the estate of an 
intestate, or of a testator who has no executor."

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The fee to the real estate is vested in the heirs or devisees and 
not in the administrator. It often happens, however, that a convey- 
ance is so written that the legal title is actually vested in the admin- 
istrator. 

In indexing instruments to which an administrator is a party we 
do not undertake to determine the question of title, but the name of 
the administrator should be indexed whether grantor or grantee, in 
addition to the name of the estate which he represents. (See ** Un- 
known," Section i.) 

No " et ai." is added to the name of the estate for the administrator. 

Section i. Administrator, grantor. 

When the administrator sells the estate index him with the aflSx 
" Admr.," and the estate with " by Admr." (See also " Signatures," 
Section 6.) 

Take the name of the estate for g^ntor on the grantee index. 

Section 2. Administrator, grantee. 

(a.) When an administrator is grantee index him with the afiSx 
" Admr.," and the estate, if it appears, with the affix " Est." 

Take the estate for grantee on the grantor index. 

(b.) If the name of the estate is not given, index the adminis- 
trator as grantee on the grantor index. 

(c.) If the habendum reads, ** To have and to hold to A. B., ad- 
ministrator for the heirs of C. D.," take " C. D.'s heirs " for grantee 
on the grantor index. 

Section 3. When a former administrator is mentioned in any 
instrument index the name with the affix " Admr. (for.)." 

Section 4. When another join^ with an administrator. 

(a.) When the administrator of an estate gives a deed, and 
another party joins, releasing his interest, follow the name of the 
administrator, the estate and the party releasing with " et al." and 
take for the character "Deed and Release." (See "Deed and Re- 
lease.") 
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lUustraHan (1418-176). Grantor: "Roscoe Norwood, administrator of the 
estate of Harvey E. Norwood.*' 

Signed, * ' Roscoe Norwood. * * (seal) 

"And in consideration of one dollar .... I, Addie C. Norwood ....

(b.) If the wife of an administrator releases her dower she is not 
indexed. 

Affidavit. 

A voluntary statement in vmting of the person making oath 
thereto and is generally taken without the knowledge of the adverse 
party. 

It diflFers from a deposition in this, that in the latter the opposite 
party has an opportunity to cross-examine the witness, whereas an 
affidavit is always ex parte. 

Double index the party or parties making the affidavit and the 
party whose land is aflfected or concerning whom the statement is 
made with " Affidavit " in the second column. 

Note the diflFerence between "Affidavit," " Certificate " and " Dep- 
osition." 

See exception under "Affidavit of Sale," which is only entered 
on the grantor index. 

Affidavit of Sale. 

In indexing an affidavit of sale the general rule is to take the

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name of the present owner of the mortgage with the aflSx " Mtgee." 
and " Afl5davit of Sale " in the second column. 

Enter only on the grantor index. Take for description the mort- 
gage reference, followed by the name of the mortgagor with " Mtgor." 
affixed. 

When an administrator, assignee, executor, guardian, receiver or 
trustee signs an affidavit of sale, index the one signing and the estate 
which he represents if named. To the affix '* Mtgee." attach the 
capacity of the one who acts. 

In case an affidavit is signed by an officer or trustee of a corpo- 
ration see "Corporations " Section i, I (b), (c), (d), (e) and II (a), (b) 
and (c). 

Illustration (1316-553). ''Affidavit. I, Chauncey G. Harrington, Adminis- 
trator of the Estate of Edward Bemis, the mortgagee named in the foregoing deed, 
on oath depose and say that default has been made in the payment of the principal 
and interest mentioned in the condition of the mortgage deed above referred to,'* etc. 

Signed, "Chauncey G. Harrington, Administrator." 

Index as follows :

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Affix. 

In indexing, whenever a name is followed by any term denoting 
the number, relation or capacity of those acting it is called an "affix." 
The manner of taking affixes will best be shown by the various illus- 
trations. 

Ag^ents* See *' Attorneys " and illustration 1394-278, page 89. 
Agreement. 

Some instruments which begin like Agreements are " Deeds in 
Trust." (See **Deed in Trust " for method of indexing.) 

Section i. When there are two parties or two sets of parties 
to an agreement, and both parties sign, double index each to the 
other with "Agreement" for character. 

Illustration (1322-273). An agreement between William P. Bowditch of 
the first part and George A. Phillips of the second part in which Bowditch agrees 
to convey to Phillips a part of a farm upon certain payment to be made by said 
Phillips, and Phillips is to occupy the property at once on certain conditions 
named in the agreement. 

At the end appears the following: *'I, Miranda S. Bowditch, wife of 
William P. Bowditch, join in with the above agreement of the first party, when 
the party of the second part performs the duties herein stated, I will release my 
right of dower in the above described premises in a warranty deed.** 

Signed, "William P. Bowditch, (seal) 

George A. Phillips, (seal) 

Mirandas. Bowditch.** (seal) 

Double index the parties of the first part, William P. Bowditch 
and Miranda S. Bowditch, to the party of the second part, George A. 
Phillips. (See " Index " Section 3, and illustration 1346-78, page 86.) 

Section 2. Generally the ones making the agreement are 
divided into " parties of the first part " and ** parties of the second 
part." But sometimes it is impossible to tell who are the parties of 
the first and second parts. In such a case double index all of the 
parties with "Agreement " in the second column.

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Also when the parties of the first and second parts agree among 
themselves and together agree with a third party. 

Section 3. There are cases when one party who signs agrees 
with another who does not sign. Index the party signing as grantor, 
the one with whom he agrees as grantee, with *' Agreement" for the 
character. 

Enter on both indexes. 

Rlustratian ( 152 1- 140). ** I, Michael Cronin, agree for the sum of twenty- 
five dollars, the receipt whereof I hereby acknowledge, to transfer to the Town 
of Anbum, the right to enter my gravel pit ... . and remove without further 
compensation from said Town to me, a sufficient quantity of gravel for the build- 
ing and completion of the State Highway in the Town of Auburn. And I further 
agree that this right shall continue in force for the term of five years. 
Witness my hand and seal this fifth day of Sept., 1896.'' 
Signed, ' ' Michael Cronin. ' ' (seal) 

Index as follows :

Section 4. When an agreement is a part of another instru- 
ment and is mentioned before the acknowledgment : 

(a.) Do not as a rule index the agreement separately if all the 
parties to the agreement are the same as the parties to the instru- 
ment but add to the description : See Agreement. 

(b.) When an agreement is a part of another instrument and 
all the parties to the agreement are not the same as the parties to the 
other instrument, index the new names in the agreement separately 
according to the above named methods as they are applied to indi- 
vidual cases. 

For description take the purpose of the agreement. 

Section 5. When an agreement is attached to another instrument 
but is not a part of it (although both have one certificate of entry), if 
the parties are the same in both, index the other instrument in the 
usual manner and add "Agreement " to the character.

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IllustraHon (1345-40). A warranty deed from John F. Damon to Calvin C. 
and Walter S. Chapin is followed after the acknowledgment by an agreement of 
the same date, between the parties to the deed and signed separately. 

Character : Deed & Agreet.

Single index the parties signing, as grantors with Approval, 
Assent, Consent, Request or Vote in the second column. 

When a part of another instrument index the one who signs his 
approval, etc., as a party to the instrument, adding ** et al." to his 
name and that of the grantor and "Approval" to the character as 
" Deed and Approval." 

If the approval is made by a beneficiary affix "c. q. trust " to his 
name instead of "et al." (For illustration see " Trustee " Section 4 

(c).) 

See exception under " Trustee" Section i (b). 

Approval of Bond. 

"A certified copy of the order approving the bond of a trustee 
shall constitute conclusive evidence of the vesting in him of the title 
to the property of the bankrupt, and if recorded shall impart the 
same notice that a deed from the bankrupt to the trustee if recorded 
would have imparted had not bankruptcy proceedings intervened."* 

When under the Bankruptcy Laws of eighteen hundred ninety- 
eight the Approval of the Trustee's Bond is recorded at the Registry 
of Deeds, it should be indexed as follows :

Take the insolvent debtor with the affix " Insolv." for grantor 
and the assignee with "Asnee." for grantee and "Assignment in Insol- 
vency " for the character.

Asslgrnment of Homestead. 

In an assignment of homestead there is a warrant to commis- 
sioners, a report and decree to set oflF an estate of homestead. The 
report of the commissioners is usually followed by the assent of all per- 
sons interested and thereupon or after a citation, a decree follows 
" that said report be accepted, and that the estate therein set oflF ... . 
for the homestead .... be assigned." 

Double index the widow who claims the homestead, the deceased 
husband with the afl5x " Est." and all persons interested, with "As- 
signment of Homestead " in the second column. 

Assignment of Life Estate. 

In an assignment of widow's life estate there is a warrant to 
commissioners, a report and decree to set oflF or assign widow's life 
estate. The report of the commissioners is usually followed by the 
assent of all persons interested and thereupon or after a citation, a 
decree follows " that said report be accepted and that the estate there- 
in set oflF ... . be assigned to her, to have and to hold the same 
during her life." 

Double index the widow who is entitled to the life estate, the 
deceased husband with the aflSx " Est." and all persons interested 
with "Assignment of Life Estate " in the second column. 

Assignment of Mortgage. 

Section i. Index the person who assigns as grantor and the 
one to whom the mortgage is assigned as grantee, with "Assig^n- 
ment" for the character. 

For some methods of indexing see illustration 1397-31, page 
99 ; illustration 1322-355, page 88 ; illustration 1369-372, page 151 
and " Power of Attorney " Section 2. 

Section 2. When there are several mortgagees and only one 
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assigns his interest, mention it in the description, after the mortgage 
reference as follows: Assignment of grantor's individual interest. 

Assignment of Real Estate in Fee. See ''Assignment in Pee.'' 
Assignment of Widow's Life Estate. See "Assignment of Ufe Estate." 
Associations. (Unincorporated.) See also "Corporations'* for method of 
indexing incorporated associations. 

If not incorporated, as a general mle take the name of the 
association, with an afl5x denoting the capacity of those sign- 
ing, and the individual memberis named, whether grantors or grantees. 
There is an exception to above when no afl5x is taken for president, 
secretary or treasurer.

Whenever ten or more persons form a corporation for the purpose 
of carr)ringon the business of banking under the laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, before commencing " business the president 
and directors shall under their hands and seals make a certificate." 

" The certificate shall be acknowledged before a justice of the 
peace and recorded in the Registry of Deeds of the county or 
district in which the bank is to be located." * 

Index the same as "Certificate."

" If a board of public officers in a city passes an order to lay

Bond. 

Bond for a Deed. 

In its technical sense a bond is an obligation in writing, under 
seal binding the obligor to do or not to do a specified act. 

* Revised Laws, Chapter 50, Sections 23 and 24. 
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" It may be single .... as where the obligor obliges himself, 
his heirs, executors or administrators, to pay a certain sum of money 
to another at a day named, or it may be conditional (which is the 
kind more generally used), that if the obligor does some particular act, 
the obligation shall be void, or else shall remain in full force." 

The one binding himself is sometimes called the obligor, the 
one to whom he is bound the obligee. 

If only the obligor signs, index the obligor as grantor and the 
obligee as grantee. (See exception " Bond to Dissolve Mechanic's 
Lien.") 

If both obligor and obligee sign, double index each to the other. 

In either case take '* Bond " for the character unless it is a bond 
for a deed when the character is '* Bond for Deed." 

A bond beginning " I hereby bind myself" but signed by several, 
is either the individual or joint obligation of all the signers. 

Where two persons execute a bond, one as principal and the 
other as surety, they are equally bound to the obligee. In either of 
the last two cases, treat those who bind themselves, as obligors and 
index them as above. 

(See " Release of Bond.") 

Bond to Dissolve Mechanic's Lien. 

" A person who has an interest in property upon which the lien 
has been claimed may at any time before final judgment dissolve 
the lien upon his interest in the whole or any part of the property by 

giving bond to the party claiming the lien The bond shall 

contain a description of the property or interest to be released " and 
shall be recorded in the Registry of Deeds, ** after which the bond 
may be taken by the obligee from the Registry." * 

Illustration (1454-308). **We, Hans Trulson as principal, and the 

Daniels Cornell Co., by its treasurer W. F. Whipple, B. M. Bennett and George 
L. Newton .... as sureties, are holden and stand firmly bound unto Thomas

Now, therefore, if the said principal obligor shall, within thirty days after 
the final judgment in any suit which may be brought to enforce the afore-

may be found to be subject to such lien in such suit, then this obligation shall be 
void, otherwise it shall be and remain in full force and virtue.

The purpose of this kind of a bond being to release the real 
estate from a lien we do not index the bond as a bond, but take into 
consideration the object for which it was made. 

The obligee is the one who holds the lien, the obligor the one on 
whose property the lien has been placed. 

When the lien in this case (1427-317) was placed on the property 
Hans Trulson was the grantor and Thomas Brosnan the grantee ac- 
cording to the rule for indexing a lien. 

In dissolving the lien the method of indexing is reversed and 
the grantee becomes the grantor. We therefore index the obligee as 
grantor and the principal obligor as grantee. No attention is paid to 
the sureties.

Next write the leading grantee name on the 
second line under the heading " grantee." 

If there is more than one grantor card, the grantee will be the 
same on each. 

Add to the grantor and grantee names whatever affixes are 
required. 

Write the location, character, book and page in their respective 
columns. 

The description is written on the lines beneath. 

The date of reception is written at the left of the grantor's name. 

Having completed the grantor card next write the grantee in a 
similar manner. 

The first line on either grantor or grantee card represents the 
first column in the index and the second line the second column.

If the instrument does not state that the cemetery, 
is held in fee by the town take the name of the cemetery, whether 
incorporated or not, as given in the instrument, with an afl&x denoting 
the capacity of those acting. Individual names of those acting are 
not taken.

Christian Names.

While it is settled in Massachusetts that the middle name or in- 
itial is an essential part of the name (125 Mass, 560), and its omission 
is a misnomer, which can be explained by extrinsic evidence (10 Gray 
45), the law recognizes but one Christian name and therefore an error 
in the middle name or its initial, or its entire omission, cannot a£Pect 
the validity of a deed. 

When first and middle names are abbreviated, write the names in 
full if they are taken under the following rules. 

If the first and middle name or names are given or signed in 
full, index all but the first, with initials,

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When a name is given with an initial followed by the middle 
name written in full, as "H. Arthur White," index as written. If

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A deed of conveyance is a sealed writing, signed by the party 
to be charged, which evidences the terms of a contract between 
parties whereby the title to real property is transferred from one 
to the other.

Whenever a deed contains a clause releasing certain rights or 
obligations, the character will be " Deed and Release." This release 
may be made by the grantor or grantee of the instrument or by a third 
party. 

When obligations, conditions, restrictions or damages are released 
mention them in the description. 

Exception : When the grantor and grantee in a deed release each 
other from certain rights and obligations, index the deed separately 
in the ordinary way (the grantor to the grantee) and double index the 
release with " Release " for the character.

Deed in Trust. 

An instrument sometimes called an " indenture of trust " or 
"agreement" in which an individual or corporation "gives, grants, 
bargains, sells, conveys, assigns and transfers " to one or more persons 
in trust, is usually indexed as a " Deed in Trust " except when it is 
clearly stated in the instrument that it is intended to operate as an 
assignment. When the property is simply assigned, transferred and 
set over, the character of such an instrument is "Assignment in 
Trust." (See ''Assignment in Trust.") 

In indexing a deed in trust apply the rules as found under 
"Trustee" Section i (a) and (b). 

Sometimes the trustee signs agreeing or consenting to the trust 
but the consent is not indexed. See " Trustee" Section i (b).) 

A deed in trust is never double indexed and the creditors are not 
taken.

It 
is signed by the present owner of the mortgage who may be either 
the mortgagee, assignee of the mortgagee or some one authorized to 
act for him. 

Section i. Index the mortgagor with affix "by Mtgee." and 
the mortgagee or assignee of the mortgagee with affix " Mtgee."

Section i. Simple Demand. 

The copy of the demand for taxes is usually preceded or followed 
by a certificate that the demand was made. 

Sometimes there is only the certificate of demand. 

In either case index the same as a ** Collector's Notice,'' except in 
the second column, where ^' Demand for Taxes " is taken instead of 
*' Notice " and " Collector's Notice." 

Section 2. Demand and Notice. 

The demand and certificate of demand may be followed by a cer- 
tificate or affidavit of notice, a certificate or affidavit stating that the 
notice was posted, and a copy of the notice itself. 
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When the above are combined single index only the notice and 
demand, using the same methods as for a "Collector's Notice," with 
" Demand for Taxes and Notice " in the second column in indexing 
the collector, and " Demand for Taxes and Collector's Notice," in 
indexing the estate.

Deposition. 

Deposition in a general sense embraces "all written evidence 
verified by oath, and tbns includes affidavits. But its meaning is 
ordinarily restricted to evidence given by a witness in answers to inter- 
rogatories, oral or written and usually written down by an official 
person." 

Sbction I. " If a person desires to perpetuate his own testimony 
or the testimony of another person he shall apply in writing to two 
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Descriptions. 

(a.) When words are used in the description which are incor- 
rectly spelled in the instrument take the correct spelling. 

(b.) Limit descriptions to fifteen words if possible. If the prop- 
erty cannot be clearly described in fifteen words make as good a de- 
scription as possible, and add " See record." If there is no descrip- 
tion take, " See record." 

(c.) Abbreviations should be used as much as possible in long 
descriptions. 

(d.) Take the mortgage reference first, in indexing affidavits, 
assignments, deeds under power of sale, discharges, partial releases, 
possessions and tax receipts. 

No reference is made to a mortgage recorded out of the district. 
(See illustration 1681-289, page 84.) 

(e.) When reference is made to a former instrument for descrip- 
tion take, " See book — , page — for description." 

To determine when reference should or should not be taken, see 
" References for Description." 

(f ) If a deed is given to correct or confirm a former instrument 
refer to it in the description as follows : To correct or confirm deed 
in (ref.). 

(g.) When there are several tracts designate the number by 
figures whether you describe the property or not as in the following 
illustrations: " 1st. tract, N. side Depot Rd. 2nd. Holden Rd." or 
" 2 tracts, see record for description." 

(h.) If a description reads: "All interest in a certain tract," 
take the following : All int. in tract on St. 

(i.) Any definite name given to property described, is taken, as 
"Longley Farm" and "Pond Lot." 

( j.) When, for example, a tract is located on Main St. and then 
bounded with no mention of said street, it is described as " located on 
Main St. See rec. for boundaries."

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INDEXES. 

The indexes of land records are divided into cnrrent, classified, 
and consolidated. 

Under the laws of Massachusetts the Register of Deeds " shall, 
within twenty-four hours after a deed or other instrument which he 
is by law required to record has been left for record, cause the name 
of each grantor, grantee or other party thereto to be entered at length 
and alphabetically in the appropriate index." * This is called the cur- 
rent index. 

As the instruments are entered on the entry sheet they are num- 
bered consecutively from the beginning to the end of the year. 

The cards are written directly from the instruments and those 
which go with each instrument are numbered the same as the instru- 
ment ; if there are several grantor and grantee cards they are also 
numbered in addition i, a, 3, etc. 

In the busy season the indexing must of necessity be hurried. 
The writer finds that to insure accuracy it is best to have one set of 
clerks write the grantor cards and another the grantee. After the 
cards are written an expert indexer takes the original instrument and 
with those who have written the cards for it, gives her interpretation 
of the way it should be indexed. By this method the individual 
opinion of three persons familiar with indexing is obtained on each 
instrument. 

The cards are written according to the foregoing rules, except the 
descriptions, which are limited to fifteen words. This requires a more 
frequent reference to the records than the rules call for.

Having the instruments now properly indexed on cards, the cards 
are next copied alphabetically on the current index. 

The preparation of the books for the current index is a subject 
that requires considerable attention. At the beginning of a new year 
they must be ready for use with the headings and cross references 
written in pencil. In preparing for this work of the future we have only 
the past for a guide. What names shall be entered and how much 
space shall be allowed for each, and for new names, is a perplex- 
ing question, and one hard to be determined without some guide. 
Since he became register the writer has kept for this purpose a card 
index of all names, grantor and grantee, diflFerent spellings of the 
same name, and cross references which have appeared on the indexes 
since he has been in the office. At the right of the cards is a column 
in which is printed a series of ten years, next to this is a blank 
column in which are written each year the number of entries for that 
year under the name on the card. As new names come in during the 
year, cards for these are added, so that at all times we have a com- 
plete list of all the names, with number of entries for completed years 
for a series of years. In preparing the current indexes such of these 
names are entered for headings as are reasonably sure to appear dur- 
ing the next year, a liberal space being allowed, based upon the num- 
ber of entries in the past, and, where several spellings of the same 
name are grouped, the cards will indicate which is the most common, 
and this one should head the list. 

In entering the cards on the current index they are copied as 
they are written with two exceptions. 

First: — In the grantee column on the grantor index and the 
grantor column on the grantee index the surname is written first 
as, Evans Elizabeth G. and Rice Lyman M. (see "Grantee" and 
" Grantor," page 96). This is done to assist those examining the in- 
dexes ; it being easier to find a particular name in a column, if the 
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surnames are all directly under one another, than it would be if they 
were written in regular order. 

Second: — Subheadings are not used in the current index under 
the headings, as in the classified or consolidated indexes,'*' but are taken 
at the beginning of the description. So. that a card written

If during the year new names come in, enter them in their proper 
alphabetical position. If it is found that sufficient space has not been 
allowed for all the entries under any name, continue it on some other 
page in the same book or have a supplementary index book, both 
grantor and grantee, to which all such names are continued. If the 
latter is used it is well to have printed at the top of each page in red, 
" Supplementary Index." 

As the cards are written on the index, in addition to the date of

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reception, the number of the instrument is copied in a number col- 
umn at the left of the page. Any one desiring to see a particular 
instrument before it is booked and paged on the index, gives the num- 
ber, and by means of a tracing book in which is kept the assignment 
of the instruments to the diflferent recorders, the instrument can be 
located at once. 

The Massachusetts laws require that each year the Registers of 
Deeds, except in SuflFolk County, shall " make copies of the indexes 
to the instruments recorded during the preceding year, in which the 
grantors and grantees shall be classified by their respective surnames 
in alphabetical order, and arranged under such surnames in the order 
in which the deeds and other conveyances to which they refer were 
left for record."* This is known as the classified index and is 
written from the cards used in making the current index. On this 
index the cards are copied as written. 

The number column is retained which is of great assistance to 
the clerks in finding an instrument on the entry book without being 
obliged to go to the records to see the date of its reception. 

The laws also provide that the Registers of Deeds may cause to 
be made " copies of the indexes or new indexes to the records, or of any 
part thereof." f These are called consolidated indexes and cover a 
period of several years. These indexes are of great assistance and 
are generally being made by the registers throughout the State. 

Where it has not been the custom to make a card index for cur- 
rent work it will be necessary to write the cards from the records 
themselves. In such cases it is best to begin anew and rely entirely 
upon the records, pa3dng no attention to the old classified indexes. 

If a card index has been made as described in this chapter, be- 
fore using the cards for a consolidated index, they should be arranged 
by books and pages and again be compared with the records in order

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that the descriptions may be written more at length and the whole 
work be again verified. 

By having a definite system of indexing and each year prepar- 
ing for consolidation the cards of the preceding year, at the end of 
ten years, or whenever a register may decide to consolidate, he will 
have the cards classified and ready to begin copying in the index. 
The care, labor and expense will be much less, while the registry 
and public will have the benefit of the consolidated index several 
years earlier than they would under the present mode of making 
indexes of land records. 

All conveyances or transactions under Land Registration, Re- 
vised Laws, Chapter 128, have special indexes to which the general 
rules for indexing should be applied. 
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DEFINITIONS.

Ad liitem. (I^atiii, lites,) For the suit. 

Administratrices. Plural of administratrix. 

Attorney in fact. Any private or special agent appointed for some particu- 
lar or definite purpose not connected with a proceeding at law, by a formal 
authority, called a letter or power of attorney, in which is expressed the 
particular act or acts for which he is appointed. (Am. and £ng. Bncy. 
of Law. ) 

Capacity. The *' Qualification or competency of persons for the performance of 
civil acts depending on their state or condition as defined or fixed by law ; 
as the capacity to devise, to bequeath, to grant or convey lands or to take 
and hold lands." 

Cestui que trust. (Norman French.) He who has a right to a beneficial 
interest in and out of an estate the legal title to which is vested in another. 
2 Wash. R. P. * 163. • (Bouvier.) 

Collateral. (Latin can, with, latus, the side.) That which is by the side and 
not the direct line. That which is additional to or beyond a thing. (Bou- 
vier.) 

Collateral consanguinity. That relationship which subsists between per- 
sons who have the same ancestors but not the same descendants, — who do 
not descend one from the other. 2 Bla. Com. 203. (Bouvier. ) 

Collateral security. A separate obligation attached to another contract to 
guaranty its performance. The transfer of property or of other contracts 
to insure the performance of a principal engagement. (Bouvier.) 

Conservator. (Law. ) One who has an official charge of preserving the rights 
and privileges of a city, corporation, community or estate. (Webster.) 
A Guardian. So used in Connecticut. (Bouvier.) 
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In Massachusetts a conservator only has charge of the property of an 
incapable person. 

Conservatrix. Feminine of conservator. 

Contingent, i. Possible or liable, but not certain, to occur. 2. (Law.) De- 
pendent for effect on something that may or may not occur ; as a contingent 
estate. 

Coparceners. Persons to whom an estate of inheritance descends jointly, and 
by whom it is held as an entire estate. (2 Bla. Com. 187.) 

Co-tenant. The term ** co-tenant** is used indifferently to denote one who is 
either a joint tenant or a tenant in common with another or others. (Am. and 
Eng. Ency. of Law.) 

De bonis non. (Latin. ) Of the goods not yet administered on. ( Webster. ) 

Demise. (Law.) A conveyance of an estate in fee, for life, or (the usual 
sense) for a term of years. A conveyance by will. 

Demise and Redemise. A conveyance between two parties where mutual 
leases are made of the same land. (Standard Die. ) 

Devest. In law, to alienate ; annul, as title or right ; deprive of title. (Cen- 
tury Die.) 

Enfeoff. (Law.) To sell or give and convey lands in fee to ; invest with a 
fee. (Standard Die. ) 

Entirety. This word denotes the whole, in contradistinction to moiety, which 
denotes the half part. (Bouvier.) 

Equity. Value remaining above the amount for which any property is mort- 
gaged or is sold for the benefit of creditors. (Standard Die.) 

Execntriee. (Obsolete.) Feminine of executor. 

Execntadces. j pj^^^ of executrix. 
Executrixes. ) 

Ex parte. (Latin. ) Law. Emanating from or relating to one side only ; as ex 

parte testimony : applied to any act of one party in the absence of the other. 

(Standard Die.) 
Fee. An estate of inheritance. The term is generally used to denote as well 

the land itself so held, as the estate in the land, which seems to be its 

stricter meaning. 
The word fee is explained to signify that the land or other subject of 

property belongs to its owner, and is transmissible in the case of an indi- 
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vidual, to those whom the law appoints to succeed him, under the appella- 
tion of heirs ; and in the case of corporate bodies, to those who are .... 
denominated successors. ( Bouvier. ) 

Fiduciary. (Latin, fiduciarius^ denoting a trustee.) The word fiduciaries 
embraces those, and those only, who are bound for the discharge of express 
trusts — technical trusts, where bond is required to be given by law — and 
it does not include those engaged in the execution of trusts springing fix)m 
contract. (Am. and Bng. Bncy. of lyaw.) 

Gaxnishment. Garnishment is a proceeding in the nature of an attachment 
or execution by means of which credits, property or e£Pects of a debtor in 
the hands of a third person may be subjected to the payment of the claims 
of the creditors of such debtor. (Am. and Eng. Ency. of Law.) 

Guarantor. One who or that which guarantees or warrants; in law, one who 
makes a guaranty. (Standard Die. ) 

Guardian ad litem. A guardian appointed to represent the ward in legal 
proceedings to which he is a party defendant. (Bouvier. ) 

liien. A hold or claim which one person has upon the property of another as a 
security for some debt or charge. (Bouvier.) 

Mesne. The word signifies middle; intervening; intermediate. 

Mesne process. Mesne process is intermediate process which issues pending 
the suit upon some collateral interlocutory matter, as to summon juries, 
witnesses, and the like. (Am. and Eng. Ency. of Law.) 

Messuagr^. A messuage properly signifies a dwelling house with some adjacent 
land assigned to the use of it. (Am. and Eng. Ency. of Law.) 

Moiety. Half, generally signifying an undivided half. Two joint tenants are 
said to take by moieties, that is, each is entitled to half. (Am. and Eng. 
Ency. of Law.) 

Nugatory, i. Having no power or force; inoperative; ineflfectual. 2. Hav- 
ing no worth or meaning; insignificant; trifling; futile. (Standard Die.) 

Receiver. (Law.) A person appointed by a court to take into his custody, 
control, and management the property or funds of another, pending judicial 
action concerning them. He is an officer of the court, represents it, and 
is amenable to its orders .... and any interference with his authority is 
contempt of court. (Standard Die.) 
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Bemaiiider. An estate or interest in lands to take effect in possession or en- 
joyment immediately upon the determination of a prior estate, which is 
created at the same time and by the instrument and upon which such first 
mentioned interest is made to depend. (Washburn.) 

Reversion. The residue of an estate left in the grantor, to commence in posses- 
sion after the determination of some particular estate granted out by him. 
The return of land to the grantor and his heirs after the grant is over. 
(Bouvier and Abbott.) 

Reverter. A possibility of reverter is that species of reversionary interest 
which exists when the grant is so limited that it may possibly terminate. 
(Am. and £ng. Ency. of I^aw. ) 

Seisin. Possession with an intent on the part of him who holds it to claim a 
freehold interest. (Bouvier.) 

Sni-jnris. (Latin, of his own right.) Possessing all the rights to which a free- 
man is entitled ; not being under the power of another, as a slave, a minor, 
and the like. (Bouvier. ) 
To make a valid contract, a person must, in general, be sm-juris. 
Every one of full age is presumed to be sm-juris. (Story, Ag. lo. ) 

Take and Taken. These words, in this work, are generally used as synonyms 
for index and indexed. 

Testator. One who has made a testament or will. (Bouvier. ) 

Tmst. A right of property, real or personal, held by one party for the benefit 
of another. 

A trust arises when property has been conferred upon one person and 
accepted by him for the bwiefit of another. The former is a trustee, and 
holds the legal title, and the latter is called the cestui que irusi^ or benefi- 
ciary. (Bouvier. ) 

Vest. To give an immediate fixed right of present or future enjoyment. An 
estate is vested in possession when there exists a right of present enjoy- 
ment ; and an estate is vested in interest when there is a present fixed right 
of ftiture enjoyment. ( Bouvier. )
